Advocates of statehood for New 
Mexico and Arizona were greatly dis­ 
appointed that no progress could be 
made toward the enactment of an en­ 
abling act during the last session and 
they are restless over any proposition 
to delay action until the regular ses­ 
sion of congress, because they fear 
that the mass of legislation which 
will then come up will crowd their 
claims to the background. 
The president’s veto of the census 
bill makes mandatory some action to 
provide for the enumeration of the 
thirteenth census and while legisla­ 
tion might be delayed until early next 
winter, some of those who are inter­ 
ested in this subject believe that the 
extra session would give an admirable 
opportunity to dispose of it. 
The extra session is sure to bring 
forth a deluge of bills in both houses 
and as senate committees are orga­ 
nized for business there need be no 
delay in getting to work if the pre­ 
vailing sentiment favors action on 
special matters.

Beliovos W o rk Against Black Hand to 
Bo Effective M u tt Begin In Southern 
Ita ly — Now Has Facilities to Put In ­ 
to Practice H ie Theory. 


Joseph Petrosino, the Italian detec­ 
tive lieutenant of New York city, who 
has been placed in charge of Mulberry 
street's new secret service squad, has 
been a New York policeman twenty-six 
years and on duty as n detective for 
about half of that time. 
As a matter of fact, he has been do­ 
ing for several years the same sort of 
work that the secret ^ujund lias been 
organized to do under his supervision, 
so the real difference will not be so 
much in kiud as in extent. 
With the 
outside fund which a group of private 
citizens have placed at the disposal of 
Commissioner Bingham for this secret 
work, I’etrosino will have much more 
latitude to work effectively in ridding 
New York city of the Italians who per­ 
petrate the Blank Hand variety of 
blackmailing crime with bomb accom­ 
paniment. 
Petrosino recently went to Italy to 
arrange some co-operative plan with 
the Sicilian authorities by which it 
may be made more difficult for crim­ 
inals of this type to come to New- York 
and easier to catch them should they 
manage to get into the United States. 
The Immigration department of the 
United States will also help Mulberry 
street in the process of extermination. 
But it is in Italy, according to Petro­ 
sino, that the real work must be done 
to cut off this undesirable class of im­ 
migration. 
From his experience, lie 
would require a passport from every 
man coming from Italy. Then, with the 
police records spread on the passport 
in each case, it would be comparatively 
easy to select those worthy of depor­ 
tation. 
The i>olIce there, he thinks, 
would give these records carefully. 
The prefects of Palermo, for exam­ 
ple, have an almost absolute power 
over the criminal classes. If they get 
together a lot of, say, 100 or 200 and 
take them before a magistrate the pre­ 
fect's mere word that they are danger­ 
ous or criminal Is sufficient. The lot 
are promptly sent to a penal colony 
on an island near by, where they turn 
farmers for their country’s good. 
“There its no real Black Hand organ­ 
ization for kidnaping and blackmailing,” 
said Petrosino recently. 
“Such operations 
are conductod by small gangs, usually of 
three or four, who prey on the fears of 
their countrvmen. 
Their work, too, is 
made more easy by the considerable pub­ 
licity given to such cases. 
The cafes in 
the Italian districts—little places where 
coffee and candy are sold and where men 
sit 
around all day playing cards—are 
among the danger spots. 
“There the men get together and plan 
their outrages. 
There, too, many of the 
domestic quarrels begin which end In 
murder. 
It is probable that the police 
will find it necessary to ‘card catalogue' 
these places in self defense—that Is. to 
make a permanent record not only of the 
proprietors of these resorts, but of the 
patrons as well. 
Then the department

also send to Italy for the records of the 
more Important of them.”

PETROSINO^NEW JOB 


Detective Who Has Waged War 
on Italian Criminals. 


HEAD OF A SECRET SQUAD. 


Believes Work Against Black Hand to 
Bo Effective Must Bogin In Southern 
Italy— Now Hao Facilities to Put In­ 
to Practice His Theory. 


Joseph Petrosino, the Italian detec­ 
tive lieutenant of New Y’ork city, who 
has been placed in charge of Mulberry 
street’s new secret service squad, has 
been a New York policeman twenty-six 
years and on duty as a detective for 
about half of that time. 
As a matter of fact, he has been do­ 
ing for several years the same sort of 
work that the secret ^quad bas been 
organized to do under bls supervision, 
so the real difference will not be so 
mach in kind as in extent. With the 
outside fund which a group of private 
citizens have placed at the disposal of 
Commissioner Bingham for this secret 
work, Petrosino will have much more 
latitude to work effectively in ridding 
New York city of the Italians who per­ 
petrate the Blank Hand variety of 
llackmailing crime with bomb accom­ 
paniment. 
Petrosino recently went to Italy to 
strange some co-operative plan with 
the Sicilian authorities by which it 
may be made more difficult for crim­ 
inals of this type to come to New York 
and easier to catch them should they 
manage to get into the United States. 
The immigration department of the 
United States will also help Mulberry 
street in the process of extermination. 
But it is in Italy, according to Petro­ 
sino, that the-real work must be done 
to cut off this undesirable class of im­ 
migration. 
From his experience, he 
would require a passport from every 
man coming from Italy. Then, with the 
police records spread on the passport 
in each case, it would be comparatively 
easy to select those worthy of depor­ 
tation. 
The police there, he thinks, 
would give these records carefully. 
The prefects of Palermo, for exam­ 
ple, have an almost absolute power 
over the criminal classes. If they get 
together a lot of, say, IOO or 200 and 
take them before a magistrate the pre­ 
fect’s mere word that they are danger^ 
ous or criminal is sufficient. The lot 
are promptly sent to a penal colony 
on an island near by, where they turn 
farmers for their country’s good. 
“There is no real Black Hand organ­ 
isation for kidnaping and blackmailing,” 
said Petrosino recently. “Such operations 
are conducted by small gangs, usually of 
three or four, who prey on the fears of 
their countrymen. 
Their work, too, is 
made more easy by the considerable pub­ 
licity given to such cases. 
The cafes In 
the Italian districts—little places where 
coffee and candy are Sold and where men 
sit around all day playing cards—are 
among the danger spots. 
“There the men get together and plan 
their outrages. 
There, too, many of the 
domestic quarrels begin which end In 
murder. 
It Is probable th at the police 
will And it necessary to ‘card catalogue’ 
these places in self defense—that is, to 
make a perm anent record not only of the 
proprietors of these resorts, but of the 
patrons as well. 
Then the departm ent 
would have means whereby it could trace 
men on whom suspicion fell and could 
also send to Italy for the records of the 
more im portant of them.” 
It was Inspector Williams who first 
discovered Petrosino. That was near­ 
ly thirty years ago, when the police 
managed the work of street cleaning. 
Petrosino was the boss of a dump 
scow gang, and be handled his fellow 
Italians so well that Williams urged 
him to become a policeman. The sug­ 
gestion didn’t seem* attractive then. 
Instead, he quit working for the city 
and became a clerk In a banking house 
on Marlon street. But Williams had 
a good memory and soon^ hunted bim 
up to renew tho \a??2psitfon, with tT>

stayed for thirteen years; patrolling a1! 
the time except when the Inspector 
detailed him, as be did occasionally, to 
some “plain clothes job.” Then, In his 
fourteenth year in the department. 
this occasional work bore fruit in an 
assignment to the detective bureau at 
headquarters. 
Mulberry street records contain the 
details of many pieces of artistic de­ 
tective work, followed by arrests and 
convictions, credit for which belongs 
to Petrosino. 
I 
A comparatively recent case and one 
illustrating on bow slender a clew a 
detective often must work was that 
of a man found in Van Cortlandt park. 
in New York, on Aug. 18, 1905, with 
thirty-six stab wounds. 
There was 
nothing on the body to identify it. 
The surgeons held that it was that of 
a cultivated man, an. Italian, but Pe­ 
trosino told them the dead man had 
been a laborer and was a native of 
southern Italy. There appeared to be 
no clew until Petrosino in examining 
that part of the park where the body 
was found noticed a bit of paper off 
in a patch of bushes. 
It had been 
trampled into the mud und was so 
soiled that, the little writing that was 
on it was barely decipherable. 
After some studying Petrosino deci­ 
phered the writing. 
It was merely a 
name and an address—Sabbato Glzzlo, 
Box 239, Lambertville, N. J. 
There 
was nothing to indicate that it bore 
any relation to the murder save that 
•he name was Italian. 
But the detec­ 
tive went straight to Lambertville, 
where he asked the superintendent of 
the Pennsylvania railroad if Gizzlo 
was working there. He was told that 
the man was working at Stockton, sev­ 
eral miles awny, but that he would be 
sent for. 
Gizzlo soon came.- Yes. he 
had written his name on the bit of 
paper shown him. 
What for? 
He 
had given It to a friend, Antonio Tro- 
atelo, who had gone to New York on 
pay day with $400 or $500. Gizzlo re­ 
turned to New York with Petrosino, 
identified the body as that of Trosielo 
and said that he had beard that Tro­ 
sielo had left Lambertville accompa­ 
nied by Antonio Strollo, another of 
the railroad gang. 
He recalled, too, 
that when Strollo returned he had a 
wounded hand. 
So Petrosino hurried back to Lam­ 
bertville. Right by the railroad sta­ 
tion he saw a man approaching on a 
bicycle. The man was an Italian, and 
one hand was bandaged. 
The detec­ 
tive stopped him, brought him to New 
York on the next train and took him 
to the morgue. 
It was Strollo, sure 
enough, and when he was taken be­ 
fore Trosielo’s body he “just shivered 
like this and wouldn’t look at it,” Pe­ 
trosino relates, “and I Just said to my­ 
self, ‘You’re guilty, you rascal.’ ” 
Strollo, it should be added, confessed. 
He had written letters to Trosielo, pur­ 
porting to come from the latter’s 
brother, inviting him to Yonkers. The 
brothers had not met for years, and 
Strollo found It easy to lure his victim 
to Van Cortlandt park, where he killed 
him. And but for a slip of paper ac­ 
cidentally dropped and then trod un­ 
derfoot* for days Strollo woald in all 
probability have escaped the law.— 
New York Post.

social and domestic affairs of the 
White House in a manner consistent 
with allowing that revered and his­ 
toric pile to be the public property of 
the nation and at the disposal without 
hindrance of its 80.000.00Q of citizens, 
and at the same time be the official 
place of entertainm ent of the repre­ 
sentatives of the foreign nations and 
domestic dignitaries. 
Mrs. Taft will execute these re­ 
quirements primarily by means of her 
long experience in public life. As the 
wife of Mr. Taft she was "first lady 
of the land” in the Philippine islands; 
she was his wife as a federal judge 
and as a cabinet minister. In the lat­ 
ter position Mrs. Taft learned the re­ 
quirements of W ashington society and 
at the same time she became an inti­ 
mate friend of Mrs. Roosevelt, and 
from her learned the detailed opinion 
of W hite.House etiquette.

Champion. 
New York, March 6.—Matt Maloney 
of Yonkers, who, on Dec. 26 last, won 
the Rye to Manhattan Marathon race 
In the fast time of 2.36:26% and the 
am ateur indoor Marathon at Madison 
Square Garden two weeks later, easily 
defeated Paddy White, the Irish cham 
pion, in a Marathon run here. The 
race took place in the Sixty-ninth Reg­ 
iment armory.

If called New Brighton your people!

Now that the location is i 
really known your surprise and con

that the sewage will enter the rivet : 
below you and on top of your neigh I 
hors in St. Paul. 
Wo do not believe that the mass ol ] 
your people relish being put in any

neighbors. 
But you are in it and you 
therefore hold your peace. 
The sewer will empty all the matter j 
which escapes from the plant into the) 
st.t11 waters which you have made fori 
it above your upper dam. 
It will li«- j 
there under the noses of your people 
and of our people who have been so • 
unfortunate as to locate their homes 
along the beautiful river until it is 
allowed to pass through and into the 
placid waters ot tho next dam now 
i being built below, then it will go on 
to sweeten and fructify our lowlands ; 
In titm s of high w ater and to psrfutne j 
our public baths as best it may in 
times (d luw water. 
We thank you. 
How many of you, 
'ellow citizens of our sister city, were 
a party to this arrangement? 
You are told and we m e told to J 
, allay ou^ fears—that the sewage will* 
be ail right—will be absolutely free | 
j from all tain t- much sweeter in fact j 
than ordinary sewage—that from the 
packing house proper there will be j 
absolutely no objectionable matter 
! 
there may be some objectionable mat 
ter from the pens of thousands of 
animals before they are killed—but ; 
! after the killing nothing of the animal 
will get into the sewer, not even the 
smell— that Mr. Armour would almost 
murder any man in his employ who 
! would be guilty of i uch gross megli- 
1 gence nr to allow any of the intensely 
valuable 
parts or essences 
to 
g< t 
away, either first into the air, or Iasi 
i into the s* w'er.

We submit that if this state of af­ 
fairs is the actual ease there can then 
be no valid reason why you or any 
other Minneapolis party should object 
to locating that plant above you on 
| tne Mississippi river at any distance, 
near or remote. 
Now, while we udmlt that theoret 
icallv the animals 
slaughtered 
are 
thoroughly used up, we do assert that 
never yet have all the essences and 
the oils been extracted from the car­ 
cass 
before 
the sewer 
is reached. 
There is always something left for 


putrefaction somewhere. In this case, 
with the plant located as now pro­

Swift & Co. run an up to date plant. 
They are subject to the same govern­ 
ment inspection now whieh your plant, 
if built, will be subject to and which 
your business men say Insures the 
truth of all their statem ents as to 
cleanliness. 
Please go down the river 
below the Swift plant and see if any­ 
thing gets away from them. 
Is it not apparent that the problem

wasn’t, in our opinion, Mr. Armour 
who said positively, "I must have this 
particular si>ot and no other," but 
your own men, who saw that to build 
a sewer from the old New Brighton 
location to a point in the river below 
your city presented a difficult task.

k*prt of people and homes which sur 
round t i e South Chicago stock yards 
at the present time. 
We submit right 
here nnothei phase of this question 
which is perhaps more important to ' 
the citizens of both Minneapolis and j 
St. Paul than any other, namely, the 
moral atinospher*» 
which 
surrounds 
the large packing bouses and stock 
yards industry. 
Do you want, such a 
itroet in Northeast Minneapolis as the 
celebrated Halstead street of South 
Chicago? 
Minneapolis finds St. Paul with a 
stock yards at South St. Paul, an in­ 
dependent 
municipality 
in 
Dakota 
county, six miles from the center of 
St. Paul. 
This has cut off the growth 
ot our city in that direction and to­ 
wards the east. 
Minneapolis 
proposes to locate a 
plant so close to the northwest of us 
that all growth of homes is stopped 
In that direction and, in addition, she 
turns the sewage into the river right 
down on our Town and Country club 
and along under the most beautiful 
river 
drive on 
the American 
con­ 
tinent. 
She stops our building out 
that way along the river or to’wards 
the fort and when w’e object she says, 
"jump off the earth." 
Is this neighborly? 
Is It right?

it business? 
We. contend that these 
two cities are practically one today, 
In a broad minded sense, and that we 
are equally interested with you in the 
state university, in the agricultural 
school, In the fair grounds, in the 
eapitol and in any large, farreaching 
proposition, such as the location of 
the stock yards is, that you have no 
right to locate such an industry near 
to us or to our limits without giving 
us a hearing.

He can plant a college or a public 
institution like the fair grounds there 
and probably hold it, whether pleas­ 
ant or not, to tho visitors and thoso 
who attend because he has the help 
of legislators who do not live there 
and hem e do not appreciate the sub­ 
ject, or know or care about it. 
Take the state fair, for instance, 
the members of the board do not live 
there with their families. 
They fig­ 
ure it if up to the people living around 
here to settle this question and yet 
they know that at fair time, when it 
is extremely likely for a throe days’ 
* northwest wind to blow straight from 
I that packing plant into the new $300,- 
j 000 grand stand whieh they so much 
ueed, that they are facing a serious 
situation. 
The people of this state 
do not begin to appreciate that fair 
in any proper degree. With the proper 
support Hey could make it so much 
greater and its effect so much more 
fruitful that they would not recog 
nk o its present greatness as of muck 
consequence. 
Today it is tin* big 
playground of the people of Minne­ 
sota. where anybody in the state from 
the farmer down can come and get a 
well earned week’s recreation of the 
proper kind. 
It has eliminated all the 
low and bad features of such exhibi­ 
tions. Its great hold on the people of 
this state is that it is clean. 
It is 
the greatest thing of Its kind under 
the sun—no other place in the world 
has ever been visited by as large a 
CrpiVd under like conditions and by 


that wo mean conditions prohibiting 
the sale of all Intoxicants and pro­ 
hibiting all forms of betting and gam 
bltng. 
Do you wish to keep it clean? 
Do 
you wish to 
keep th*' 
agricultural 
school and the university and our t ul­ 
lages clean? Then why place a stock 
yards with Its physical odor and Its 
moral odor anywhere near them? 
St. Paul in this scheme Is to oc 
cupy a distinguished position among 
Cities—SHI8 WILL PROBABLY 
BE 
THE ONLY CITY IN THE VVOR1 I) 
HAVING 
PAt KINO HOUSES AND 
s t o c k 
Ya r d s 
o n 
d i a m e t r i 
»’ALLY OPPOSITE SIDES OF HER 
CENTER. 
She may he able to exist 
and ro t lose Imr equilibrium, but one 
thing will be certain, she will have to 
btllM her fine residential districts and 
her homes in some other direction 
than toward the northwest. 
We believe that this is the time to 
have this discussion, to make our ob­ 
jections, If possible, and the proper 
t'mt to pass such a bill as the Rowe 
bill. 
That bill is wise and sane and 
lust a n d 
Minneapolis herself would 
Join with us to pass it were she not 
in her present ridiculous position. We 
do not think it would be right, or just, 
or neighborly, to wait until you have 
commenced to build ttat. plant and 
then start kicking. 
We have been 
consistent in this m atter—we have 
kicked from the first. 
We hr.ve a plant at South St. Paul 
and, if It were to be located again, 
would insist upon its being placed at 
a greater distance. 
There Is no log­ 
ical parallel between South St. Paul 
and the site purchased midway be­ 
tween the state university and New 
Brighton. 
The former case is verv 
different from the latter. 
The South 
St. Paul plant Is down river and we 
have no 
trouble wit*h the sewage. 
High bluffs to the northwest of the 
plant protect a large part of our city 
from the odors in a great degree. 
There are no siu h beautiful institu­ 
tions nourishing in that direction as 
now exist in the Midway district like 
llamline, Macalcster. St. Thomas, the 
Lutheran seminaries, St. Paul sem­ 
inary and all the state institutions 
heretofore referred to—and no such 
beautiful environs In that direction 
as St. Anthony Park, Merriam Park. 
Haniline, Como park and their ad­ 
jacent districts. 
We believe 
that when you 
have 
thought this over, so that you fully 
understand 
the 
situation, you 
will 
surely join with us in asking vour 
managers to move this location from 
five to t* n miles farther north and 
will make thorn w'ait until Mr. Ar­ 
mour or some other packer agrees to 
such a location. 
There it nothing 
impractical in this suggestion. 
They 
will UU you there Is, but there Isn’t. 
The railways will follow that plant 
wherever it may go. 
YOUR water supply can be taken 
above any site on the river, no mat­ 
ter howr far up it may be moved, with 
LESS expense than the building of 
sewers to take the drainage from the 
old New Brighton site to a i>oint in 
the river below your falls. 
And we 


submit that the only fair and neigh­ 
borly and 
proper location 
fsr that 


plant is some point on the river above 
you, sufficiently distant that your peo­ 
ple will have no fear of the sewage 
and no fear of the odors. 


In conclusion we beg to assert that 
St. Paul is not jealous of Minneap­ 
olis. 
We are proifd of you. You have 
great natural advantages and you are 
a great community—together we are 
a still greater community and together 
we are 
growing—growing and will 
continue to grow as no human calcula­ 
tion can positively foresee. 
Bear that 
growth in mind. 
How will this pro­ 
posed location look 
ten to 
twenty 
years from now—If that plant goes 
in as planned? 
We claim that what 
will help one must help the other and 
that what will hurt one will hurt the 
other. 
We believe that in this in­ 
stance your proposition will Irretriev­ 
ably damage both of us. 
Our end of 
this great commonwealth has been 
growing up toward you very rapidly 
during the last decade. 
The automo­ 
bile era has come In. 
Distances have 
been annihilated; the two communi­ 
ties have grown together. 
There Is 
today a greater exchange of both busi­ 
ness and 
social courtesies between 
the TWINS than ever before. 
Why build a packing plant at such 
a location that it will effectually and 
permanently destroy that growth AND

Declines to Discuss Vital Questions on Armour 
Site Controversy with Representative 
St. Paul Men 


EFFORTS TO REACH SETTLEMENT A FAILURE 


Unfair Attitude Causes C. M. Griggs, Formerly 
of State Fair, to Address Open Letter 
to People of Minneapolis 


I od of breeding, producing and raising 
Fading in an effort 
to persuade a non-smelling, rose verbena scented 
Minneapolis to meet St. Paul in a 
Joint conference to f ettle the impor­ 
tant questions raised by the Armour 
site contest C. M. Griggs, chairman of 
tho St. Paul advisory committee, has 
been forced to address an open letter 
to the people of Minneapolis, 
Mr. 
Griggs was for live years superintend­ 
ent of amusements at the state fair 
and Is well known to every stockman 
and horseman in the West. 
His letter demolishes the mass of 
misrepresentation which has clouded 
St. Paul’s attitude anil is considered 
tho best statement yet made on the 
entire question. The contention that 
St. Paul seeks to drive the Armour 
plant from Minnesota is shown in its 
fullest absurdity in this letter, which 
reads as follows:

day. 
1 “While the members of the board 
heaitate to decline to arrange for such 
a meeting they feel obliged to do so 
for the reason that there seems to be 
Ino definite purpose in such confer­ 
ence. Al| questions entering into the 
Armour location and its effect upon 
'these dues were thoroughly investi­ 
gated by na before we entered into an 
aldeament with Armour A Co. and we 
then became satisfied that the pro- 
paled Plant would neither endanger 
health nor be objectionable to the 
senses of the people of either of these 
qjties. 
"If any suggestion be made on some 
definite subject for conference our 
board might feel differently upon the 
matter.

Please go down the river 
below the -Swift plant and see if any­ 
thing gets away from them. 
Is it not apparent that the problem 
of the construction of that 
sewer 
fixed the location as selected? 
It 
wasn’t, In our opinion, Mr. Armour 
who said positively, "I must have this 
particular spot and no other,” but 
your own men, who saw that to build 
a sewer from the old New Brighton 
location to a point In the river below 
your city presented a difficult task. 
The old site is much lower In eleva­ 
tion than the new. 
It would require 
an immense amount of money to tun­ 
nel for a sexier clear through that 
high ground south of the old site and 
so the managers of this enterprise de­ 
cided that the plant must be located 
on the high ground and decided to tell 
you that Mr. Armour says it is the 
only feasible spot, that he won’t build 
anywhere else. 
We ask you who is 
building and paying for his sewer? 
Your own city. You are paying for it 
and we repeat (hat the problem of

We submit that if this state of af­ 
fairs is the actual case there cair then 
be no valid reason why you or any 
other Minneapolis party should object 
to locating that plant above you on 
t.ne Mississippi river at any distance, 
near or remote. 
Now, while we admit that theoret­ 
ically the animals 
slaughtered 
are 
thoroughly used up, we do assert that 
never yet have all the essences and 
the oils been extracted from the car­ 
cass before the sewer is reached. 
There is always something left for 


at the present time. We submit right 
here another phase of this question 
which is perhaps more important to 
the citizens of both Minneapolis and 
St. Paul than any other, namely, the 
moral atmosphere which surrounds 
the large packing bouses and stock 
yards industry. 
Do you want such a 
street in Northeast Minneapolis as the 
celebrated Halstead street of South 
Chicago? 
Minneapolis finds St. Paul with a 
stock yards at South St. Paul, an in­ 
dependent 
municipality 
in 
Dakota 
county, six miles from the center of 
St. Paul. This has cut off the growth 
of our city in that direction and to­ 
wards the east. 
Minneapolis proposes to locate a 
plant so close to the northwest of us 
that all growth of homes is stopped 
in that direction and, in addition, she 
turns the sewage into the river right 
down on our Town and Country club 
and along under the most beautiful 
river 
drive on 
the American 
con­ 
tinent. 
She stops our building out 
that way along the river or towards 
the fort and when we object she says, 
“jump off the earth.” 
Is this neighborly? Is It right? Is 
it business? 
We contend that these 
two cities are practically one today, 
in a broad minded sense, and that we 
are equally interested with you in the 
state university, in the agricultural 
school, in the fair grounds, in the 
capitol and In any large, farreaching 
proposition, such as the location of 
the stock yards is, that you have no 
right to locate such an industry near 
to us or to our limits without giving 
us a hearing. 
This 
is 
primarily a question of 
homes, the homes of your people and 
of your neighbors and the homes of 
our state institutions. It is a remark­ 
able thing how big a nuisance a man 
in the pursuit of his business may 
learn to endure and, on the othet 
hand, it is just as remarkable how 
small a thing in the way of a stench 
will ruin the pleasure of home to 
many people and particularly to the 
women. 
Why is it that everybody 
who can afford it has gotten away 
from the South Side of Chicago to 
the North Side and that Kansas City 
has changed its residence district at 
least lour miles since the establish- 
n\ent of her yards?—why is it that 
Mr. Armour himself is now building 
his palatial permanent residence in 
North 
Chicago, over twenty 
miles 
away from his plant? 
WHY, SIMPLY BECAUSE A MAN 
CAN’T PLANT 
HIS WIFE 
DOWN 
AMID A LOT OF SMELLS AND 
HOLD HEH THERE. 
He can plant a college or a public 
institution like the fair grounds there 
and probably hold it, whether pleas­ 
ant or not, to tho visitors and those 
who attend because he has the help 
of legislators who do not live there 
and hence do not appreciate the sub­ 
ject, or know or care about it. 
Take the state fair, for instance, 
the members of the board do not live 
there with their families. 
They fig­ 
ure it Ie up to the people living around 
here to settle this question and yet 
they know that at fair time, when it 
is extremely likely for a three days* 
northwest wind to blow straight from 
that packing plant into the new $300,* 
OOO grand stand which they so much 
need, that they are facing a serious 
situation. 
The people of this state 
do not begin to appreciate that fair 
in any proper degree. With the proper 
support Hey could make it so much 
greater and its effect so much more 
fruitful that they would not recog­ 
nize its present greatness as of much 
consequence. 
Today it is the big 
playground of the people of Minne­ 
sota. where anybody in the state from 
the farmer down can come and get a 
well earned week’s recreation of the 
proper kind. It has eliminated all the 
low and bad features of such exhibi­ 
tions. Its great hold on the people of 
this state is that it is clean. 
It is 
the greatest thing of its kind under 
the sun—no other place in the world 
has ever been visited by as large a 
gropd under like conditions and by 


that we mean conditions prohibiting 
the sale of all intoxicants and pro­ 
hibiting all forms of betting and gam 
bllng. 
Do you wish to keep It clean? Do 
you wish to keep tho 
agricultural 
school and the university and our col­ 
leges clean? Then why place a stock 
yards with Its physical odor and its 
moral odor anywhere near them? 
St. Paul in this scheme is to oc­ 
cupy a distinguished position among 
cities—SHE WILL PROBABLY BE 
THE ONLY CITY IN THE WORLD 
HAVING 
PACKING HOUSES AND 
STOCK 
YARDS 
ON 
DIAMETRI­ 
CALLY OPPOSITE SIDES OF HER 
CENTER. 
She may be able to exist 
and not lose her equilibrium, but one 
thing will be certain, she will have to 
build her fine residential districts and 
her homes iii some other direction 
than toward the northwest. 
We believe that this Is the time to 
have this discussion, to make our ob­ 
jections, if possible, and the proper 
Dine to pass such a bill as the Rowe 
bill. 
That bill is wise and sane and 
just and Minneapolis herself would 
Join with us to pass It were she not 
in her present ridiculous position. We 
do not think It would be right, or Just, 
or neighborly, to wait until you have 
commenced to build tbat plant and 
then start kicking. 
We have been 
consistent in this m atter—we have 
kicked from the first. 
We have a plant at South St. Paul 
and, if it were to be located again, 
would insist upon its being placed at 
a greater distance. There is no log­ 
ical parallel between South St. Paul 
and the site purchased midway be­ 
tween the state university and New 
Brighton. 
The former case is very 
different from the latter. 
The South 
St. Paul plant is down river and we 
have no 
trouble with the sewage. 
High bluffs to the northwest of the 
plant protect a large part of our city 
from the odors In a great degree. 
There are no such beautiful institu­ 
tions flourishing in that direction as 
now exist in the Midway district like 
Hamline, Macalester, St. Thomas, the 
Lutheran seminaries, St. Paul sem­ 
inary and all the state institutions 
heretofore referred to—and no such 
beautiful environs in that direction 
as St. Anthony Park, Merriam Park, 
Hamline, Como park and their ad- j 
jacent districts. 
We believe that when you 
have 
thought this over, so that you fully ■ 
understand the situation, you will 
surely Join with us in asking your j 
managers to move this location from 
five 
to ten miles farther north and j 
will 
make them wait until Mr. Ar- j 
mour or some other packer agrees to ; 
such a location. 
Thoro is nothing 
Impractical in thio suggestion. 
They 
will toll you thore 
is, but there isn’t. 
The railways will follow 
that plant 
wherever it may go. 
YOUR water supply can be taken 
above any site on the river, no mat­ 
ter how far up it may be moved, with 
LESS expense than the building of 
sewers to take the drainage from the 
old New Brighton site to a point in 
the river below your falls. 
And we 
submit that the only fair and neigh* 
borty and 
proper location 
for that 
plant is some point on tho river above 
you, sufficiently distant that your poo- 
plo will have no fear of tho sewage 
and no fear of the odors. 
j 
In conclusion we beg to assert that 
St. Paul is not jealous of Minneap­ 
olis. We are proud of you. You have 
great natural advantages and you are 
a great community—together we are 
a still greater community and together 
we are 
growing—growing and will 
continue to grow as no human calcula­ 
tion can positively foresee. Boar that 
growth in mind. 
How will this pro­ 
posed location look ten to twenty 
years from now—if that plant goes 
in as planned? 
We claim that what 
will help one must help tho other and, 
that what will hurt one will hurt the 
other. 
We believe that in this in­ 
stance your proposition will Irretriev-j 
ably damage both of us. 
Our end of 
this great commonwealth has been 
growing up toward you very rapidly 
during the last decade. 
The automo-1 
bile era has come in. Distances have1 
been annihilated; the two communi­ 
ties have grown together. 
There is 
today a greater exchange of both busi­ 
ness and social courtesies between 
the TWINS than ever before. 
Why build a packing plant at such 
a location that it will effectually and 
permanently destroy that growth AND

Presidential Aspirations of Hughes 
Are Doomed to Extinction—Second 
Term for Taft One of the Objects 
Sought by the Leaders in New York. 
Roosevelt to Hold His Grip on the 
Political Machine. 


Washington, March 8.—“I promise 
to make the administration of the of­ 
fice of collector of the port at New 
York the best it has ever been. 
In 
fact, I shall endeavor to be the best 
collector of the port New York has 
ever had.” 
This is the enthusiastic spirit, as 
expressed by himself, in which Will­ 
iam Loeb, Jr., will make his attack 
on the office to which he was nominat­ 
ed by President Taft and confirmed by 
the senate. 
Mr. Loeb will assume 
charge of the place probably Tuesday 
afternoon. 
“It is, of course, too soon,” he said, 
“to tell how or where the office can 
be Improved or what changes, lf any, 
are to be made. 
I could scarcely do 
that before I had looked over the sit­ 
uation; but, as I have indicated, I 
shall endeavor to make the service 
worthy of the Importance of the port.” 
Mr. Loeb goes into the office of col­ 
lector as the friend of former Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt and of his successor, 
President Taft. The story is that the 
chance of a place for Mr. Loeb was 
left to the former president and it was 
ratified by President Taft. 
The political aspect of the breaking 
of Mr. Loeb into New York politics 
through his important position as col­ 
lector of the port is one of special in­ 
terest. 
Big Four in Empire State. 
President Taft’s recent speech at 
New York and his appointment of Mr* 
Loeb point to the big four as the domi­ 
nators of the political future of the 
Empire state. 
Needless to say that 
the big four are Taft, Root, Roosevelt 
and Loeb. 
President Roosevelt has never stat­ 
ed that he out of politics for good. On 
the contrary, all the chances are that 
he will enter the game by the front 
door of New York state. 
President Taft knows as well as do 
Loeb and Root and Roosevelt that 
Governor Hughes was at one time af­ 
flicted with a desire to be president 
of the United States. 
So far as any 
one could hear on the reviewing stand 
during 
the 
inauguration, 
Governor 
Hughes did not say to President Taft 
that he, Hughes, would not be a candi­ 
date again. 
President Taft for his second term 
nomination would be pleased to go to 
the national convention with New 
Y’crk committed to him, and all the 
chances seem to point to his control 
of the delegation in his interest. 
President Roosevelt will hold his 
grip on the machine in New York 
state and city. 
Mr. Loeb, as the ap­ 
pointee of both Taft and Roosevelt, 
will bo at the head of the subsidiary 
and auxillary customhouse machine, 
which is a large factor.
